The Amsterdam experiments 
were maile with a, quartz mercury 
vapor lamp, similar to the one 
used by other scientists in their 
attempts to convert mercury into 
gold, the report .says.

HOW YOV CAN 
HELP IN MAKING 
THE NEWSPAPER 

There are many ways in which 
to assist the editor in making a 
readable newspaper. The Cornwall 
(Out.) Freeholder, explains how 
it may be done, as follows: 

Pir.st of all, ^-ive him the news; 
he wants it. Give it to him, even 
thouKh it doesn’t jfet in the paper. 
He hasn't time always to tell you 
why some piece of news is not 
used, but ten to one he hail a 
perfectly (food and impersonal 
reason. Give him the news even 
tiioufth you may not be especial¬ 
ly interested in it. Some folks 
never think to give the editor 
news e.\cept when they are con¬ 
cerned in it one way or another. 

Second, don’t give him a piece 
of news and tell him you want it 
printed just as it is written. There 
is a right and a wrong way to 
do even a simple little thinjf as 
writing an article for a newspa¬ 
per. One editor had to leave town 
because he printed every piece of 
new’s just as it was handed in— 
spelling, punctuation and all—and 
printed it with the name of the 
person who gave it to him. 

Third, lion’t try to play a joke 
through the paper unless you ex¬ 
plain it to the editor. A thing in 
cold type looks a lot dilferent 
from a thing repeated by word of 
mouth, when the voice, the facial 
expression and a gesture, perhafis, 
help to show its meaning. 

Fourth, be ready to tell your 
editor when something in the pa¬ 
per pleases you. Once in a wliile 
you tell your preacher he has a 
good sermon; so tell the editor 
the same about his paper. 

Fifth, get your “copy” to him 
early. Take it in for the next 
week day after the previous puh- 
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lication day if you can. It takes 
time to .set type and to make a 
paper. Did you ever wonder what 
the editor did all the time between 
publication days? You wouldn’t 
if you were a publisher yourself.

ENGINEER SCORES 

GOVERNOR’S STAND 
ON POWER PROJECT 

Governor Richard.son i.s at; 
tempting to “hoodwink the vo¬ 
ters of California into believing 
he is for the Boulder Dam pro¬ 
ject when in reality he is not 
and has never ^iven the slight¬ 
est aid to legislation for the 
great plan to hurne.s.s the wat¬ 
ers of the Colorado River, ac¬ 
cording to a statement on rec¬ 
ord from H. A. Van Norman, 
assistant chief engineer of the 
Los Angeles water bureau. 

“Under stress of effort to 
secure re-election, the governor 
tries to hoodwink the voters 
into thinking he is for the pro¬ 
jects which Southern California 
must have,” Mr. Van Norman 
declared, “but in doing so em¬ 
ploys methods and becomes 
sponsor to statements which 
lessen our chances of getting 
the Swing-Johnson bill passed 
during the short session of con¬ 
gress beginning in December.” 

Engineer Van Norman also 
attacked the Governor for his 
recent announcement that State 
Engineer Paul Bailey had found
